A VICTORY FOR MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP

Y the result of the municipal election In Chicago 


yesterday, that city Is committed to the policy ft 


municipal ownership of public utilities by the quickest 
method possible. 


Both tho lending candidates were pledged to municip- 


al ownership and -differed In degree rather than In ulti- 
mate aim. Judge Dunne, the successful candidate of the 
democrats, represented the uncompromising end of ths» 
municipal ownership question. His platform pointed to 
the wretched street car service, the antiquated rolling 
stock, the vast amount of watered stock on which the 
people^are paying Interest, the overcrowding of the cars 
and the antagonism of the company to the public. Judge 
Dunne believes In strenuous measures. 
He believes 11 


municipal ownership—and by that is meant immedlue 
steps In a vigorous manner to obtain immediate ownersh'p. 
He separates ownership from operation, however, and says 
that ia a question to be determined by the referendum. 
He proposes to accomplish immediate ownership either by 
buying the unexplred franchises and rolling stock out- 
right, with the consent of the companies, or on condemna- 
tion proceedings.

Just at present the country is being treated to a epi- 


demic of prosecutions of men who have hitherto occupied 
positions of trust and some of the disclosures have un- 
doubtedly resulted In an improvement in the public service. 
tut 
howover desirable the protection of the people may 


be, it will not Justify the indictment of reputable men by 
questionable methods simply, for the purpose of making 
a reputation for some irresponsible attorney who 'would 
never be heard of except for his connection with a 'caie 
In'which some prominent firm or man is accused of a crime 
against the people. 


Unquestionably the Investigation of the postal frauds 


have resulted in an Improvement in the affairs of that 
department of the government. Folk, in Missouri, has done 
a great work in ridding the state of an organized band 
whose business It was to dispose of franchises to the high- 
eat bidder. The prosecution of the land fraud cases In 
Oregon will open the eyes of the public to another system 
of "graft," and will materially decrease the number of 
faudulent timber entries In that and other states. The 
men who have brought about these exposures are entit- 
led to ail credit for their energy and fearlessness, but their 
successes should not be taken as prima facie evidence that 
every irresponsible attorney who attacks men In high 
places is necessarily right. 


If the packers are guilty everyone will Join in wishing 


to see them punished, but If they have arrived at their 
supremacy in business affairs by reason of a too liberal 
Interpretation rather than an infraction of the law, the 
fault lies with the law and not with the men who take 
advantage of conditions as they exist. 


No guilty man should escape, but no innocent person 


should be punished.
